( Jibrael) is the best angel 


2. The Messenger to whom it was 
revealed (Muhammad ale all .bo 


plwa) is the best Messenger 


3. The month in which it was 
revealed ( Ramadhan) is the best 


month 
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4. The night in which it was revealed 


( Laylatul Qadr) is the best night 


5. So what about the one who 
recites, reflects, studies, 
implements, and teaches the Qur- 


an? 


One of the Salaf said; 


“The more my portion of the Qur- 


aan, the more the blessing in my 
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time, and | continued to increase my 
portion until it reached ten Ajzaa- 


( chapters)” 


Similarly, when Adh-Dhiyaa' Al- 
Maqdisi wanted to travel to seek 
knowledge, Ibrahim Ibn AbdilWaahid 
Al-Maqdisi [ D. 614 brother of 
AbdulGhaniy Al-Maqdisi] counselled 


him saying: 
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“Increase in reading the Qur-aan and 
do not leave it off; for indeed that 
which you seek will become easier 
for you in proportion to how much 


you read.” 


Adh-Dhiyaa' said: “So | saw that and 
experienced it a lot; whenever | read 
a lot, it would become easier for me 
to listen to and write down a lot of 
hadeeth, and if | did not read, it 
would not be easy for me.” [ Dhayl

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| looked directly behind me, and 
another figure in the form of a 
brightly shining star could hardly be 


made out. 


| then continued to follow the figure 
in-front, until we reached the famous 
junctions/ crossroads within central 


Abuja area. 


As the figure began to leave and 


disappear never to be seen( Wa 
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Allahu A’lam) again, it made a 
gesture of takbir as it left, as one 
would do as they are starting their 


Salat/ Prayers to Allah. 


As | did not have much provisions, 
let alone access to a clock/ the time 
etc, | figured it was the time for fajr 


prayer. 


So, due to extreme fear, lack of 


provision and safety, plus adding the 


dangers | encountered( and that 
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momentarily surrounded me) on the 
streets of Abuja ( as a homeless 
person), and the need to fulfil my 
Creator’s command, of praying my 
Fajr/ morning prayer, | immediately 
made takbeer and started the 


prayer. 


A Muslim must not look to his sides 


Or move around in his prayer, once it 


commences. 
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However, as | concentrated on my 
prayer( Wa Allahu A’lam), | could see 
at the corner of my eyes, figures on 
the left, and figures on the right. The 
figures were aligned on both sides of 
me, in prayer formation; in the form 


of clear, dark shadows. 


Once | completed my prayer and 
was in the process of giving tasleem/ 
the ending of the prayer, the figures 


disappeared... 
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| was back again, confronted with 
the reality of my temporary 
homelessness, on the streets of 


Central Abuja, Nigeria.
